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Garrison issued warrants for the arrest of G0R30N 
NOVKL and SITRGIO ARCHACHA SMITH on March 31, 19^7 . 

NOVEL was arrested on April 1 in Columbus, Ohio and 
SMITH was arrested on April 3 in Balias, Texas. All 
of these events wore covered the news media.
